Presi- 
dent F. W. Gunsaulus of Armour Institute 
also refused yesterday to make any state- 
ment. 


Move to University Campus. 


The present plan involves the removal 
of the institute to the university campus. 
With the remova) it is-announced that the 
university will furnish buildings and equip- 
ment to the value of $1,000,000, while the 
Armour interests will give $1,500,000 in en- 
dowment. Subsequent gifts from the Ar- 
mours and Mr. Rockefeller are expected to 
increase the wealth of the téélinieal school 


aré located on the university campus. 

There will be no loss of the identity of the 
technical school, which has been conducted 
since 1893, the year of its founding by Philip 
D. Armour Sr. It stil! will remain the Armour 
Institute of Technology, the present policy 
of the school will be maintained, and the 
heads of departments will remain practically 
the same. Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus, present 
head of the institute, will be its chief. 


‘Armour Interests to Remain. 

The Armour interests will not be with- 
drawn from the school after its union with 
the university, and aid in enlarging the 
school will be expected also from John D. 
Rockefeller. Since the last gift from Mrs. 
P. D. Armour Sr. and J. Ogden Armour of 
$1,000,000, nearly a year ago, the institute 
has had a yearly income of $150,000, and its 
total wealth, including buildings and equip- 
ment, is now represented at something over 
$2,750,000. 

The first gift to the Armour Institute of 
Technology was made in 1892, when P. D. 
Armour Sr. gave property valued at $400,000, 
represented by the Armour Flats, toward 
the maintenance of the institute. The main 
building was erected in 1893 at a cost of 
$400,000. In 1899 securities were added to 
the amount of $730,000. The gift of $1,000,000 
was announced on April 10, 1901, and shortly 
afterward’ was announced the gift of a new 
shop building valued at about $75,000. 


Room for Scientific Academy. 

The quarters occupied by the Armour In- 
stitute, at Thirty-third and Armour avenue, 
will not be left untenanted by students re- 
ceiving their education under the Armour 
name. The plan is to retain the use of the 
present quarters for the Armour Scientific 
Academy alone: The academy is at present 


but the quarters have been so crowded that 
the trustees of the institute recently de- 
cided that it may be necessary to limit the 
number of incoming students, both in the 
academy and institute, next fall. A year 
ago the academy was changed from a gen- 
eral preparatory school to a school designed 
to fit young men for a higher technical edu- 
cation, such as the institute offagred. It is 
expected that the scientific academy will 
continue to prepare young engineers for 
work in the new school. — 


. Fills University’s Needs. 

With the promise of a technical school of 
established reputation in connectior with 
the University of Chicago, President Harper 
will have succeeded in enlarging the field of 
the university as far as the present plans 
of the trustees call for. In his last convoca- 
tion address, Dr. Harper spoke of the wish 
for a $5,000,000 technological school, and 
later announced that his forecast of possi- 
bilities was practically certain of early 
fulfillment. 

»  Bffect on French School. 

The especial desirability of a perfect 
agreement between the trustees of both 
schools before the last of this month arises 
from the fact that the decision of the French 
government on the location of the French 
| school may be madeatthistime. In locating 
the. school in America the French govern- 
ment will expect technical education to 
form a considerable part of the work of the 
establishment, and the authorities at the 
University of Chicago see the valye of an 
established and successful school of tech- 
nology in connection with the university 
when the decision of the French government 
is about to be’ made. M. Leopold Mabilleau 
and M. Lazare Weiller, French School Com- 
missioners, visited the Armour Institute 
and expressed enthusiasm over it. 


Brings More Men Students. 

One of the main reasons influencing the 
trustees of the University of Chicago to seek 
a school of technology was on account of the 
desirable class. of students it would add 
te the undergraduate body. Persons connect- 
ed with the university assert.that the large 
proportion of young wonten to men is not sat- 
istactory. ‘There are said to be fully as 
many, if not more, young women than young 
men, in actual attendance at the university. 
The technical school ‘will bring only men

GRAVE GIVES UP SECRER 


SUPPOSED SUICIDE OF 1898 MAY 
BE PROVED A MURDER. 


John Hussar’s Body Exhumed and Au- 
topsy Held to Show That He Was 
Killed—Found Dead in Bed the Day 
of the Battle of Santiago—Consid- 
ered a Case of Self-Destruction Till 
Disputed Insurance Caused an In- 
vestigation by a Lawyer. 


Buried almost four years ago as a suicide, 
John Hussar, formerly a merchant tailor at 
1035 West Madison street, is believed now 
to have been the victim of a murderer’s 
bullet. An effort will be made to prove this 
in court. A portion of the skull taken from 
the body of the dead man, just exhumed at 
Rosehill, is the bit of evidence which is ex- 
pected to prove this contention. This piece 
of bone will become within a few days the 
chief factor in a suit at Minneapolis on the 
issue of which depends the payment of $3,000 
in insurance, 

On the afternoon of the day that the Amer- 
ican fleet settled the Spanish-American war 
before Santiago John Hussar was found 
‘dead in his bed at his West Madison street 
home. A bullet’ hole showed in the right 
temple, and in his right hand lay a revolver. 
The Coroner's jury declared it a case of sui- 
cide. On July 6, three days later, his body 
was buried at Rosehill. 


Litigation Starts Over Insurance. 

Insurance policies aggregating $6,500 were 
paid to the widow. Her attorneys admitted 
then that the man was a suicide. Then the 
order of Knights of the Maccabees refused 
to pay a $3,000 policy which the dead man 
had held in that fraternal organization. 
The ground for this action was the clause in 
all policies of the order prohibiting payment 
in case of spicide. 

For two years the effort to collect. this in- 
surance has led a fight in the courts. Now 
Hussar is alleged to have béen the victim of 
a robber who entered his home, awakened 
the victim while he was robbing him, and 
fired the fatal bullet to prevent discovery. 
A number of medical men and Attorney 
Frederick A. Brown gathered at Rosehill 
recently and the body was exhumed. 


Points of the Murder Theory. 

The result of the autopsy and the claims 
not raised include these contentions: 

The flattened bit of lead taken from the 
skull is held to have been fired from a rim- 
fire, old style revolyer; the weapon that 
Hussar owned was a center-fire, modern 
weapon. 

The bullet taken from the skyll weighed 
fifteen grains less than the bullets taken 
from the cartridges found in the revolver 
which lay in the dead man’s open palm when 
the body was discovered. 

Money to the total of $20 which he had 
carried was not found in his pockets, and 
a window leading into the bedroom was 
found open. 

Hussar was of a jovial disposition, it is 
declared, had no debts which he could not 
pay, and had no motive for suicide. 

There were no powder burfs on head or 
hair, as would have béen the case had the 
bullet been: seif-fired. | 


Autopsy Beside the Grave. 

Dr. W. L. Wilson, assisted by Dr. Hop- 
kins of St. Luke’s Hospital, conducted the 
autopsy beside the open grave at Roséhill. 
The skull was laid open and the bullet was 
found at the roof of-the brain, almost an 
inch above the right temple, where it had 


Then it was that the theory was propound- 
ed definitely that Hussar had been murdered 
instead of having been a suicide. The flat- 
tened bullet removed from the brain was 
submitted to experts of Chicago. 

Examination of the revolver which had 
been found beside the dead man was made. 
It was a modern weapon, using only center- 
fire cartridges. The grooves within the bar- 
rel were held to be of such shape that they 
never allowed passage of the bullet which 
killed Hussar. They were grooved in exactly 
the opposite way, so the experts stated in: 
their affidavits. 


Lawyer Tells of the Shooting. 

Attorney Frederick A. Brown, counsel for 
Mrs. Hussar, consented to tell his version 
of the case. 

“On the night of July 2, 1898,” said he, 
** Hussar went to the offices of THE TRIBUNE 
in the effort to learn news of the war in Cuba. 
Rumors of the San Juan fight were every- 
where. He found that no late news had 
been received, and returned to his home 
at 1036 West Madison street. He visited 
the place of Isador Frankinstein, another 
tailor,. before reaching home. The two had 
a glass of beer together. Then Hussar went 
to his home, promising to take a bicycle 
ride with Frankinstein in the morning. 

‘Mrs. Hussar had been up with her sick 
children, and after some conversation her 
husband retired. He had been exceedingly 
busy all the week, and Mrs. Hussar insisted 
that he sleep late the next day. About 8 
o’clock the next morning Mrs. Hussar heard 
a report, but, with the noises of exploding 
fireworks outside, she thought it was mere- 
ly some enthusiast celebrating the Fourth 
of July. 

* At 3 o'clock in the afternoon,” concluded 
the attorney, “she called her husband. 
There was no response. She entered the 
room. In his right hand rested a revolver, 
his own weapon, but the fingers were clasped 
about it, and the index finger was not near 
the trigger. The man was dead. A window 
opening into the hall from the bedroom was 
found open. All his money was gone except 
40 cents in the pocket of his coat, which had 
been flung over a nearby chair.”’ 

Substantiating this statement is the affi- 
davit of the police sergeant who reported the 
case. This asserts that there was no sign of 
powder burns on the head or hair.

TWO WIVES ATTEMPT LIVES. 


Three women and one man in Chicago 
tired of living yesterday and tried to com- 
mit suicide. Two of the women drank car- 
bolic acid, as did the man; the other wom- 
an shot herself. Two of the four are dead 
and one of the other will die. 

The latest of the four cases was a 15-year- 
old girl student at the North Chicago Busi- 
ness College, whose friends know no reason 
why she should have wished to kill herself. 

The man had been a city employé, but was 
temporarily out of work. When he was dy- | 
ing at his home word came to him from an 
Alderman that his place in the water pipe 
extension department would be open to him 
again today.

Girls’ Suicide Surprises Friends. 

The suicide of Bertha Reed at her board- 
ing-house, 261 Webster avenue, was a sur- 
prise to her friends. She left no explan4a- | 
tion of her act, and died without making a 
statement. 

She boarded with Mrs. Anna Kirkland, at . 
the address given. During the evening she 
appeared to be in her normal spirits. “At | 
10 o’clock she said good-night and rétifed 
to her room. In a few minutes she was 
heard groaning, and Mrs. Kirkland went to 
investigate. 

The young woman was found on the bed, 
and in one hand held a bottle which had 
contained carbolic acid. All the potsor had 
been swallowed, and Miss Reed was uncon- 
sciotis, 

Dr. J. F. Runnels of 232 Websteravenue 
was summoned, but the young student was 
dead before he arrived. 

Miss Reed came here from Freeport, II1., 
just before Christmas to attend the North 
Chicago Business College at 444 Garfield 


until the last, attending classes yesterday. 
Mrs. Kirkland said the young woman had 
few friends in the city and seldom brought 
any one to the house. She had no knowledge 
of any love affair to bother the girl and was 
unable to offer any explanation for her board- 
er’s self-destruction. 


Former City Employe Dies. 

Riley, who had been in the water pipe ex- 
tension department, swallowed carbolic acid 
and died last night at the Mercy Hospital, 
after great suffering. He left a note bidding 
his mother farewell and explaining that he 
took his life because of the many misfor- 
tunes that had befallen him. 

One of the assigned reasons for the act 
was that he had been “ laid off ’’ from work, 
and that those’ dependent on him were in 
actual need. To add to his trouble, an action 
for damages for personal injuries brought 
by his mother against the city had been de- 
cided during the day in favor of the city. 
On the trial of the case the attorney for the 
city had made a slighting reference to him 
as being a lazy fellow who would profit by 
the damage money. 

When found in his room he was already 
unconscious from the effect of the drug, and 
by the time the police took him to the hos- 
pital the acid had burned his throat so bad- 
ly that no relief could be administered. 

Riley was a protégé of Alderman Kent of 
the Fifth Ward, who secured him employ- 
ment in the city service, and had made stren- 
uous efforts to have him reinstated.

BANK WRECKER ENDS 


FRANK W. COTTLE COMMITS SUI- 
CIDE AT ELKHART, ILt. 


Cashier Whose Alleged Shortage of 
$232,000 Caused Financial Institua- 
tion to Close Asks His Son to Bring 

Him Drink and Then Shoots Side on 
Head—Mystery in Manner of Secur- 
ing Revolver, He Having Been Too 
Ill te Leave Bed. 


Elkhart, Ill, March 5.—[Special. ]—Per- 
suading his son to leave the sick chamber on 
the pretense of wanting water, Frank W. 
Cottle of this town placed a revolver muzzle 
in his mouth and blew away one side of his 
head, dying instantly. The tragedy is the 
oytcome of the exposure of a $32,000 shortage 
in, Cottle’s agcounts as cashier of the State 
Bank of Elkhart, which failed on Monday. 
, (he deed was committed at 4 o'clock this 
Since last Saturday morning 
Cottle had been confined to his bed with an 
attack of pleurisy. His son, Jordan B. Cot- 
-tle, was seated at his bedside in conversation, 
with him this afternoon. The young man 
was eating an apple and asked his father 
The sick man de- 
clined, but expressed a desire for water. 

Young Cottle started down-stairs for a 
pitcher of water, and had just reached the 
bottom when the pistol shot was fired. He 
hurried to his father’s side, but Sister Doro- 
thea, a trained nurse from Lincoln, and a 
younger son, Philip, were first to reath the 
bedside. The shot had torn away the entire 
left side of the man’s head. 


Mystery as to Weapon. 

How Cottle secured the weapon with which 
he shot himself is a mystery. The revolver 
was a weapon of exquisite workmanship that 
was presented to Jordan Cottle two years ago 
by a friend in the Buffalo Bill Wild West ag- 
gregation. It was kept hanging on a hook 
in the young man’s room in another part of 
the house, a belt full of cartridges along- 
side. Itis supposed that, while Jordan Cottle 
was away from home earlier in the after- 
noon, his father managed to reach the room 
and secure possession of the weapon without 
discovery, although he had been unable to 
get out of bed for four days. 

The suicide caused intense excitement in 
this place, as the people had hardly 
recovered from the shock of the recent 
exposure of Cottle’s shortage. At the 
time the tragedy occurred a committee 
of bank directors was returning to Elk- 
hart, after a conference with Attorney Gen- 
eral Hamlin regarding the bank’s affairs, at 
which it was decided to reorganize the bank 
without a receiver. Their first information 
of the suicide was received upon alighting 
from the train. 


Took Poison at Lincoln. 

Cottle had been confined to his bed since 
last Saturday morning, when he was taken 
violently ill at the railway station when 
starting to Springfield with a committee of 
the bank directors. Dr, C. B. Taylor attended 
him, and finding symptoms of poisoning gave 
the sufferer several hypodermic injections. 
After recovering somewhat from the attack 
Cottle admitted to Dr. Taylor he had taken 
morphine in Ejncoln the night before, but 
declared he had done so to alleviate physical 
suffering and not with any intention of end- 
ing his life. 

Story of Cottle’s Life. 

Cottle had been cashier of the Elkhart 
Bank since its organization. He was long 
connected with the Gilletts, serving as pri- 
vate secretary to John D. Gillett during his 
lifetime. He was made executor of the will | 
of John D. Gillett, under a provision of the 
testament, byt another executor was secured 
because of the dissatisfaction of several of 
the heirs. 

Mr. Cottle was 56 years of age and left 
a wife and five sons, all residing in Elkhart. 
His father was a Louisiana sugar planter 
who was wealthy. He was married to Mary 
Eleanor Gay in Marquette, Mich., twenty- 
eight years ago. 

Stockholders Agree to Pay. 

A committee representing the stockholders 
of the State Bank of Elkhart, which closed 
on account of the shortage of Cotfle, was 
in Springfield today. to see Attorney Gén- 
eral Hamlin. The committee consisted of 
President J. C. ‘Taylor, Director John W. 
Shaver, and Attorneys T. M. Beach and R. 
C, Maxwell of Lincoln, representing the 
Gillett interests. The result of the confer- 
ence was that the committee decided to levy 
an assessment on the stockholders sufficient 
to mrake good the shortage. It is estimated 
that an assessment of 82 per cent will be 
necessary, The stockholders have thirty 
days in which to pay theif assessments. A 
reorganization will be effected at once, prob- | 
ably under the direction of the Springfieid

RIGID ROLE FOR FILIPINOS 


GEN. SMITH AIMS TO CREATE A 
‘* BURNING DESIRE FOR PEACE.” 


Commander in Samar Issues Instruc~ 
tions to His Soldiers Defining His 
Idea ofa Friendly Native—Talk Will 
Not Satisfy Him—Ea | Alleged 
Peaceful Islander Must)Give Posi- 
tive Evidence of His Friendliness— 
Sentimental Motives Eliminated. 


Washington, D. C., March 5.—[{Special.]— 
General J. Franklin Bell's order to the 
troops in his territory giving directions for 
the conduct of the campaign against the 
Filipinos and establishing the reconcentrado 
principle has been followed by an order of 
equally strong character issued by General 
Smith to station commanders in the Samar 
district, a copy of which has just reached the 
War department in the mail from Manila. - 

General Smith declares that every native. 
whether in arms or living in the pueblos or 
barrios, will be regarded and treated as an 
‘enemy until he has conclusively shown that 
he is a friend. The order is probably one of 
the longest yet issued by any officer in the 
Philippines. It consists of several thousand 
words, reviewing the situation in the islands , 
and telling the commanding officers what 
they shall do to create what he terms “a 


burning desire for peace.” 


Sees Disturbers in Many. 

He charges the alleged peaceful natives and 
the wealthy class with being the real pup- 
porters of the insurrection, and says “ the 
policy to be pursued in this brigade from this 
time on will be to wage war in the sharpest 
and most decisive manner possible. This 
policy will apply to the Island of Samar and 
to such other portions of thé brigade in 
which it may become necessary to apply it, 
though such territory is supposedly peaceful 
or under civil government.”’ 

In this order General Smith does not hes- 
itate to say that he will invade a territory 
under civil government should he consider it 
necessary to do so. He is mindful of the 
rules of war, however, and tells the officers 
that they must comply with such rules as 
are. laid down in the instructions for the gov- 
ernment of armies in the field. 


Must Harass Eenemy in Field. 

He further directs that the commanding 
officers **‘ encourage the younger officers of 
their commands to constantly look for, en- 
gage, harass, and annoy the enemy in the 
field.” He says in the order: 

‘In dealing with the natives of all classes 
officers will be guided by the following prin- 
ciples: Every native, whether in arms or 
living in the pueblos or barrios, will be re- 
garded and treated as an enemy until he 
has conclusively shown that he isa friend. 
This he cannot do by mere words or prom- 
ises nor by imparting information, which, 
while true, is old or stale ahd of no value, 
nor can it be done by aiding us in ways that 
do no material harm to the insurgents. 


Natives Must Prove Loyalty. 


*“‘In short, the only manner in which the 
native can demonstrate his loyalty is by 
some positive act or acts that actually and 
positively commit him to us, thereby sever- 
ing his relations with the insurrectos and 
producing or tendirlg to produce distinctly 
unfriendly relations with the insurgents. In 
a word, friendehip with the Americans on the 
parteof any native will be measured directly 
and solely by his acts; ahd neither sentiment 
mor social reasons of any kind will be per- 
mitted to enter into the determination of 
such friendship... 

“Tt will be regarded as a certainty that all 
officiais of the pueblos and barrios are like- 
wise officials of Lucban and his officers, or 
eat least that they are in actual touch and 
syinpathy with the insurgent leaders and 
that they are in secret aiding fliese leaders 
| with information, supplies, etc., whenever 


possible.” 
Has No Confidence in Oath. 


That General Smith does not repose much 
faith in the taking of the oath of allegiance 
by the Filipinos is shown by the following: | 

“"The taking of the oath of allegiance by 
officials, Presidentes, Vice Presidentes, con- 
sejeros, principales, tenientes of barrios, or 
other people of influence, does not in- 
dicate that they or any of them have 
espoused the American cause, since it 


| is a well’ established fact that these people 


frequently take the oath of allegiance with 
the direct object and intent of enabling them 
to be of greater service to their real! friends 
in the field. 

“* Neutrality must not be tolerated on the 
part of any native. The time has now ar- 
rived when all natives in this brigade who 
are not openly for us must be regarded as 
against us. In short, if not an active friend 
he is an open enemy.” ae

HUGHES TELLS OF FILIPINOS. 


General Declines to Say Whether Fall 
of Manila Was Prearranged—Taft 
Describes Slavery. 


Washington, D. C., March 5.—General 
Hughes was subjected to a series of ques- 
tions by Senator Patterson and other mi- 
nority members of the Senate Committee 
on the Philippines today. He said the Phil- 
ippine forces would have been of but little 
assistance if it had been necessary to cap- 
ture Manila from the Spaniards by aseault. 

“The capture of that city was by pre- 
arrangement between General Merritt and 
Admiral Dewey andthe Spanish command- 
er, was it not?’’ Mr. Patterson asked, 

“TIT know nothing about that,’’ responded 
General Hughes. 

“I would ask,” said the witness, ‘if it 
would not be much better to excuse me 


General Merritt is in Washington, and you 
can get the information from him?’’ 

‘*] prefer to ask you, and you can answer 
as you see fit.’’ 

*T don’t think I ought to answer that 
question."’ 

General Hughes’ said the Filipinos aided 
the Americans materially by their knowl- 
edge of the country and the accommodations 
they had supplied, but were never consid- 
ered a part of the fighting force in the opera- 
tions against the Spanish forces. 

Senator Rawlhins asked questions intended | 
to bring out an admission that the initial 
outbreak occurred outside Manila, but Gen- 
eral Hughes insisted it happened inside the 
town. 

General Hughes said he would construe 
General Otis’ remark that he would use 
force to compel the insurgent troops to retire 
to the line designated by General Merritt as 
meaning that he would use the United States 
military forces. He said Aguinaldo com- 
plied with the order, except as to one small 
outlying district. 


Taft Tells of Slavery. 

Governor Taft was questioned further con- 
cerning slavery in the Philippines by the 
House Insular committee. He said the num- 
ber of slaves who had been manumitted 
was comparatively small. The commission 
had undertaken no legislation as to slavery, 
and the action taken by the military had 
been, first, to release Christian slaves, and, 
second, to prevent slave raiding parties from 
capturing slaves. 

As to the proposed new coinage law, Gov- 
ernor Taft said if there were differences 
on theories of coinage the commission did 
not want this to delay the other essential 
features of legislation for the island. The 
coinage measure involved the maintenance 
of the gold standard, which he believed could 
be done. He thought the adoption of the 
American financial system in the islands 
would be disastrous by bringing about sud- 
den gt The Governor favored three 
Philippine delegates to Congress, represent- 
ing the three great tribes or elements of the 
Filipinos. 


Teil of Wars in America. 

Advices from the Philippines show the 
insurgent leaders are resorting to all kinds 
of deceptions to retain control. One insur- 
gent commander recently issued.a proclama- 
tion saying: 

“The United States is in the midst of a 
bloody. civil war: The coal miners in Penn- 
sylvania have risen against the government 
and at Chicago a great battle was fought, in 
which 1,600 regular soldiers were killed. An 
army of anti-imperialists is besieging Wash- 
ington.

Clay of Georgia Argues at Length 


‘in Opposition to the 
Bill. 


| TO CONTINUE SPERCH TODAY 


’ Washington; D.'C., March 5.—It appears 
likély now that the Senate will reach.a vote 
on the pending shipping bill one week from 
next Monday. When Mr. Frye endeavored 
today to secure an agreement for the time of 
taking a vote that date*was mentioned as 
being satisfactory to the minority members 
of the Commerce committee. 

Mr. Clay of Georgia addressed the Senate 
today in opposition to the’bill, and’ had not 
concluded when the Senate adjourned. He 
made a forceful and interesting argument, 
which was given careful attention by his 
colleagues. 

Senator Clay began by making it clear 
that he favors an ocean mail service fully 
equal, if not superior, to the similar service 
of other nations. It should be obtained, 
however, he argued, at a just and reasonable 
price and should not be connected with any 
subsidy scheme. The feature of the present 
bill, which carried the largest appropriation, 
was that relative to betterment of the ocean 
mail service by the establishment of a num- 


increased annual expenditure of $3,000,000 
a year, and yet there was nothing from the 
postal authorities to warrant the assumption 
that this was necessary Or desired. The 
present foreign mai] system he considered 
ample and sufficient for present needs, but 
even if it should not prove to be fully so, the 
existing law gave warrant for any nécessary 
increase. He deprecated a policy which had 
for its purpose a subsidy to ship owners un- 
der the guise of mall pay. 


Attacks the Subsidy Plan. 


Senator Clay devoted the main portion of 
his argument, however, to an attack upon 
the general subsidy feature of the bill, which 
is separate from the ocean mail feature. He 
argued that the low rates given by foreign 
ships, agdinst which American ship owners 
complained, do not at all work to the injury 
of American exporters, who get the benefit 
of these low rates. Ocean freight rates are 
the cheapest in our history, and the result 
of these low rates is seen in the great in- 
crease in American exports. 

There were only three grounds on which 
supporters of this bill based their advocacy 
of a general subsidy. First, that it cost 
more to build ships in the United States than 
abroad: second, that the American wage 
scale is higher, and therefore the cost of op- 
erating ships under the American flag is 
greater than under foreign flags; third, that 
foreign governments subsidize their mer- 
chant marine. 


Cost of American Ships. 

Senator Clay quoted a number of authori- 
ties to. prove that with the better methods 
prevailing in the ship yards of this country 
the cost of construction is no higher here 
than abroad. He contended that Americans 
can build iron and steel ships as cheaply as 
they can be builtin any country in the world. 

With regard to the cost of operation, Sen- 

ator Clay said that the American ship own- 
ers can and do obtain their labor in any ports 
at which they touch. 
The American ship owners make use of 
the cheapest labor they can obtain. The 
provision for a certain percentage of the 
crew to:be American will not necessarily re- 
sult in any material increase in the cost of 
operation, although an effort, he said, is 
made to have it so appear. 

He argued that to plead for the subsidy on 
the ground that the American laboring man 
would be benefited by it was in no sense 
warranted. 


Foreign Subsidies Explained. 
With regard to the claim that American 
merchant marine must be subsidized be- 
cause subsidies are granted by competing 
governments, Senator Clay undertook to 
RPhow that neither England nor Germany 
gives any general subsidy to its merchant 
matine. Both governments pay for ships 
which can be converted into*auxillary cruls- 
ers, but that is all. Great Britain’s payment 
in this line wae but $300,000 a year. Hecon- 
tended that there was no general subsidy of 
its merchant marine by either of the two 
governments which are the chief commercial 
rivals of the United States. 

Senator Clay compared the provisions of 
the present bill with that of the last Con- 
gress, which had been defeated by the active 
work of the minority. He recalled the esti- 
mate’ of the Commissioner of Navigation 
upon which that former bill was based that 
it would require $9,000,000 a year to offset the 
advantages enjoyed by the foreign merchant 
marine, and compared with that estimate 
the one from the same official, who now says 
that a subsidy of $1,000,000 a year will effect 
the ‘same result. The enactment of this bill 
would not result in any material increase in 
the number of ships flying the American 
flag. 
in the course of his argument Mr. Clay 
made the point that the Postmaster General 
had not recomménded in his reports any 
such changes in the ocean mail service as 
was contemplated .by the pending bill. 

Mr. Aldrich interrupted to inquire whether 
the foreign mails were carried in American 
vessels. 

“I think not,” replied Mr. Clay. The mail 
was getting through, he said, but he could 
not say how much was being carried by for- 
eign and how much by American steamships. 


American Shipyards Busy. 

Mr. Clay took sharp issue with Mr. Frye, 
who had stated that American shipyards 
were not filled with work. The Georgia 
Senator declared that his information, ac- 
quired from shipping and naval journals, 
was that the shipyarde of this country had 
orders.on their books that would require 
from three to four years to fill. 

« Early in thé session the Senate passed the 
legislative, executive, and judicial appropri- 
ation bill, the second of the big supply meas- 
ures to be acted on at this session. 

House Holds Brief Session. 

‘The House today continued the debate on 
the bill to classify the rural free delivery 
service, but without action adjourned early 
out of respect to the memory of Representa- 
tive Polk of Pennsylvania, whose death oc- 
curred suddenly at Philadelphia last night. 
A committee of fifteen was appointed to at- 
tend the funeral of the deceased member.

BEATS IN HIS OWN SKULL 


H. L. DAUERNHEIM OF ST. LOUIS 
ATTEMPTS UNIQUE SUICIDE. 


Takes Off All His Clothes and, Going 
Into Coal Cellar, Tries to Knock Out 
His Brains with a Short-Handled 
Ceal Hammer—Wife Calls a Police- 
man, Who Has Ten-Minute Encoun- 
ter with Demented Man — Injuries 
thought to Be Serious, 


St. Louis, Mo., March 5.—[Special.]—Henry 
L. Dauernheim, the wall paper dealer, made 
an unusual attempt at self-destruction this 
morning at. his home, 2729 Thomas street, 
during.a fit of temporary insanity. 

For some time he has been acting queer- 
ly. On Sunday afternoon he told his son, 
Henry Jr., he feared he was losing his mind, 
and asked that, if anything out of the or- 
dinary happened, the son take care of his 
mother. 


Finds Hammer in Coal Cellar. 


About noon today he took off all his clothes 
and made his way to the basement. There 
he secured a heavy, short-handled hammer, 
used in breaking coal, and tried to knock his 
brains out with it, but owing to the manner 
in which he had to wield the hammer the 
force was not sufficient to knock him down, 
though the scalp was cut at every blow and 
one instance the skull was broken. 

Mrs. Emma Dauernheim, his wife, heard 
the noise in the basement, and, being afraid 
to go to the basemeng, ran screaming to the 
front door and called for help. Patrolman 
Dunn went into the house and found Dauern- 
heim standing in one eorner of the basement 
with blood streaming over his face and chest. 
Dauernheim jumped at the policeman, and 
for a few minutes they struggled until Dunn 
finally egot his foot behind Dauernheim and 
tripped him. i 


Injuries Considered Critical. 


The man was then clothed and taken to 
the city dispensary. There examination 
showed that he had inflicted a half dozen 
wounds, two of the blows having fractured 
the skull. He was hurried to the City Hos- 
pital, where his condition was pronounced 
critical. 


THREE KILLED BY COAL GAS. 


Nearly Eight Hundred Dollars Found

Safe-Blowers Secure $7,100 and Flee 
on Handcar—Persons Residing Near 
By Aroused by Explosions, but Are 
Deterred from Interfering by 
Armed Men Patrolling Streets—Part 
of Booty m Bonds—Ohio Postofiice Is 
Looted. 


Washington, Ind., March 5.—[{Special.]}— 
While two citizens were watching them, 
burglars looted the First National Bank at 
Montgomery, seven miles east of here, early 
this morning, and escaped with $3,500 in 
money and $3,600 worth of govefnment 
bonds. 

Five explosions of nitro-glycerin were re- 
quired to blow open the safe, and many 
people were awakened by the concussion. 
William Klusmeir and Charles Encoff, the 
latter a former policeman, reside opposite 
the bank, and both watched the burglars 
at work, but gave no alarm, for fear of being 
shot down by two of the cracksmen, who 
were patrolling the streets with revolvers 
in their hands. 


Escape on Hand Car. 


The fifth explosion tore the doors from 

the safe, and the men quickly gathered up 
the money and bonds, and ran to the Balti- 
more and Ohio Southwestern railroad, where 
they boarded a hand car, abandoning it a 
mile west of the town. After that no trace 
of them could be found. 
The stolen bonds are of the coupon variety, 
payable to bearer, and can easily be cashed 
by the robbers. The bank is protected by 
$5,000 burglar insurance. Montgomery has 
a population of 1,000, and has no night po- 
licemen. 


Ohio Postoffice Robbed. 


Columbus, O., March 5.—Safe blowers 
dynamited the postoffice safe at Westerville 
at 4 o’clock this morning and made away 
with from $900 to $1,200 worth of stamps 
and several hundred dollars in money. The 
safe door was blown across the office and 
imbedded in the wall. Bloodhounds have 
been put on the trail. There is noclue. A 
similar attempt was made on Jan. 30. 


ARMED NEGROES THREATEN 
TO RAID ALABAMA JAIL. 


Citizens of Marion Warned That Mob 
Intends to Attempt Release of Con- 
demned Murderer. 


Marion, Ala., March 5.—An organized mob 
of negroes is marching towards this town 
with the intention of attacking the county 
jail and releasing two negro murderers, one 
of whom, Luke\ Sanders. is to hang tomor- 
row. Citizen soliiery is being organized, and 
at 9 o’clock fifty men were under arms ready 
to meet the marching negroes. 

Pickets have been thrown out on every 
road leading into the town; and if the mob 
appears a serious conflict is feared. Early 
in the night leading citizens held a confer- 
ence, and it was decided not to ask the Gov- 
ernor for aid, as they believed it to be the 
duty of the people to enforce law and order. 

When the reports were first received little 

credence was placed in them. Several hours 
later couriers reported that real danger ex- 
isted, and the citizens’ posse was immediate- 
ly organized. 
Luke Sanders and John Sanders, the pris- 
oners, are charged with the murder of Road 
Overseer Mullen, committed several months 
ago. Luke Sanders was sentenced to hang, 
and the Supreme Court refused a new hear- 
ing, but recommended commutation of 
senten¢e by the Governor. The matter was 
referred to the State Pardoning board, and 
on. their recommendation he refused to in- 
terfere with the lower court’s sentence. 
When news'of this action reached Marion 
the Regroes of Perry County were incensed 
and decided to organize and release both 
men. 

Perry County is one of the “ Diack belt” 
counties, and a large majority of the popula- 
tion is composed of vegroes. 


Li SEE A BANK ROBBED 


Two Caucuses Have Failed. 

The caucuses, or conferences, have been 
held since, and now the rank and file of the 
House Republicans appear to be as far apart 
as ever. A third conference will be held 
tomorrow night, and if no agreement is then 
reached heroic measures will be adopted te 
harmonize the conflicting views of those Re- 
publicans who are willing that some legisla- 
tion should be enacted to meet the situation 
as outlined by the President and the See- 
retary of War, and thoge who insist that 
there shall be no tariff concessions' whatever 
to Cuba for fear any action in this direc- 
tion would necessarily be a blow at the beet 
sugar interests of the United States. 


Special Message Is Talked Of. 


For several days it has beeen persistently 
reported, apparently on good authority, that 
the President would send a special message 
to Congress earnestly urging Cuban legisla- 
tion in accordance with his well-known 
views if a bill should not be promptly re- 
ported to the House as the result of tomor- 
row night’s caucus. While earnest in rec- 
ommending Cuban legislation, the President 
does not think that the present situation 
demands that he should make an issue with 
Congress on the subject. 

If it should become apparent after tomor- | 
row night’s conference that Republican Con- 
gressmen are so far apart in their views that 
ultimate harmony of action cannot be ex- 
pected, the President would be disposed, 
after talking with all of e Republican 
members of the House, to make public his 
views in order to test the sentiment of the 
country on the subject of Cuban tariff legis- 
lation. The President is not recommend- 
ing any specified amount of tariff reduction. 
and he would favor any bill that would meet 
the views of the majority of the Republicans 
in Congress. ; 
What the situation needs, he thinks, is a 
declaration on the part of Congress that 
they are willing to make good the promises 
held out to the Cuban people by the President 
in his annual message in December, and he 
is not particular whether the tariff redue- 
tions shall be 20, 25, or 30 per cent. 


Must Carry Out Platt Amendment. 


The time is rapidly approaching when the 
new Cuban government will be established, 
and it is deemed by the administration highly 
important, if not absolutely necessary, that 
the good will of the United tes toward 
Cuba should be shown by friendly legisia- 
tion in order that the tas& confronting the 
United States of carrying out the term of 
the Platt amendment and turning Cuba over 
to a government of its own people can be 
amicably, systematically, and successfully 
carried out. 

These are the tiene 
urged upon Congressmen By the ent 
and Rearethies of War, who think that they 
far outweigh those raised by the represent- 
atives from sugar beet producing States, 
especially in view of the fact that experts 
gay the proposed slight reduction in. the 
tariff on Cuban products would not appre- 
ciably affect the price of sugar in the United 

tates. 

3 The administration and the leaders in both 
the Senate and the House are hopeful that 
an agreement will be reached at the caucus 
tomorrow night, and that there will there- 
fore be no necessity for the President to 
send a special message to Congress on the

NO ACTION ON MERGER BILL 


New Jersey Legislature Sees Politcal 
Move in Proposition to Dissolve 
Company’s Charter. 


Trenton, N. J., March 5.—[Special.}—Thé 
bill introduced in the New Jersey Legislaturé 
yesterday by Senator Gebhardt has been rée- 
ferred to the Senate Committee on Corpora- 
tions. No action has been taken on the bill 
yet by the committee and it is doubtful if the 
measure ever gets out of committee. 

Senator Gebhardt is a Democrat and the. 
introduction of the bill is looked upon by the, 
Republican majority as a political move.

FOUR MEN ROBBED OF $30 
AND LOCKED IN BASEMENT. 


Three Bandits, Resembling Raiders of 
Tuesday Night, Hold Up All in Sa- 
loon at Taylor and Fifth Avenue. 


Four men were held up and then locked 
in the basement of John Cramer’s saloon, at 
Fifth avenue and Taylor street, at 11 o’clock 
last night. The three holdup menreéesembled 
closely the three who invaded several saloons 
on Tuesday night and locked men in ice 
boxes. 

Cramer, the proprietor, saved four $50 bills 
by placing them in his mouth while the 
bandits were engaged in a struggle with 
Augustus Stevens and Thomas McPhillips. 
Edward Lawlor, following the example of 
Cramer, succeeded in putting $4 in change 
in his mouth before the robbers searched 
him. The robbers got $15 from the cash 
register and $15 from the customers who 
were in the place. 


Show of Resistance Made.

The man’s cap was pulled 
down 80 as to conceal his eyes and a white 
hankrechief was tied over the lower part of 
his face. In each hand he carried a revolver. 
Leveling the weapons, he advanced and com- 
manded the men to throw up their hands. 

Stevens and McPhillips grappled with the 
robber. Cramer and Lawlor were coming 
to his assistance when the two other bandits 
ran into the saloon. Those men also wore 
handkerchiefs over their faces and each 
cafried two revolvers. 

Cramer had taken four $50 bills from the 
eabh register a few minutes before.

VALIBAN IN 


J. A. Alexander, Who for Ten Years 
Has Been Leading Citizen of Casa, 
Ark., Admits He Is James Huddles- 
ton, Who Fled from Texas When 
Found Guilty of Passing Counter- 
feit Money—Is Taken Back to Serve 
Sentence. 


Little Rock, Ark., March 5.—[Special.]— 
Hugo's great story of the fugitive conviet, 
risen to honor and distinction in his new life, 
only to be exposed and cast back into the 
galleys through the relentless vigilance of 
the police, is duplicated in a story revealed 
by the arrest of a leading citizen of Casa, 
Ark., today. 

The Jean Valjean of this story is James 
Huddleston, who, for more than ten years, 
has been known at Casa as J. A. Alexander. 
He was arrested this morning by Deputy 
United States Marshal John McClure on 
orders from Paris, Tex. 


Admits His Identity. 
Huddleston admitted his identity, quietly 
‘announced his readiness to accompany the 
Marshal, and tonight passed through here 
on his way to Texas to serve a sentence in 
the penitentiary. 

The people of Casa refused at first to be- 
lieve Huddleston could be guilty of any crime, 
and offered to aid him in any way. He told 
them their good offices were useless. 

On May 14, 1890, James Huddleston was 
convicted in the federal court in Texas on 
one count of an indictment charging him 
with passing counterfeit money. He learned 
of the verdict of guilty and fled. 

A week later a stranger arrived in the new 
town of Casa. He was a quiet, pleasant 
man. He said little to any one of his life 
history, and, securing work, settled down 
to grow up with the village. He engaged in 
business and prospered. 


Becomes Wealthy and Respected. 

As the town grew Alexander became one 
of the leading citizens. He added to his 
wealth rapidly, and for the last five years 
has been considered the wealthiest man in 
the community. He never accepted any pub- 
lic office, although the Mayoralty and other 
offices were offered to him repeatedly. He 
was known for his philanthropy and his 
willingness to aid any who were in distress. 
He was a factor in the politics of Perry 
County, and could have had the nomination 
to Congress from the district for the asking. 
Alexander, however, had no political as- 
pirations. He continued to aidhis neighbors 
and conduct his growing business. He did 
not marry, and many of his intimate friends 
knew that he had some secret sorrow which 
he was striving to live down. His life was 
an exemplary one and he was considered a 
model in the community. He gave largely 
to chutch work, but never connécted himself 
with any church. | 

Trailed to His New Home. 

Last week the United States Marshal for 
the Northern District of Arkansas was in- 
formed by the authorities at Paris, Tex., 
that James Huddleston, a fugitive from 
justice, convicted of passing counterfeit 
money, *was residing in Casa under the name 
of Alexander. 3 

The Marshal sent a deputy to investigate. 
The deputy, ‘by inquiries, discdvered Alex- 
ander had appeared at Casa shortly after 
Huddleston fied from Texas. The descrip- 
tion tallied. He reported and today Deputy 
McCluré was sent to arrest Huddleston. 
He found the man in his office and stated 
his business. | 

Huddleston made no attempt to deny that 
he was the man wanted. He asked for an 
‘hour to artange his business interésts and 
accompanied thé officer. He said the fear 
and expectation of arrest and exposure had 
haunted him ever since he fled. 

Alexander's name js on the bonds of Sheriff 
White and. several other county officials 
of Perry County for large amounts.

BIG 1S A DRATH TRAP 


POLICE SEEK BODY IN A HOLE 
THAT SWALLOWS MEN. 


Brighton Park Prairie Has a Big Ex- 
cavation Over Which a Thin Crust 
of Earth Has Fermed and There Is 
Nothing to Warn the Unsuspecting 
of the Dangéer — Believed That a 
Stranger Died There Last Week— 
Made to Secure Clay. , 


In an ordinary looking stretch of open 
prairie extending northeast from the inter- 
section of Kedzie avenue and Thirty-thirtd 
street is a death hole which might swallow 
a dozen men without any one being the 
wiser. 

The death trap, which is commonly known 
as a “clay hole,’’ covers more than half 
a block. There is no sign of warning, nor is 
there any inclosure to protect the unsuspect- 
ing ones, who are free to approach the 
danger from any direction. 

The police and residents of Brighton Park 
believe the clay hole claimed one victim 
on Saturday afternoon, and they say that 
if the truth were known this trap would 
account for other persons who have bee 
reported “ missing.”’ 


Seek Body in Big Pit. 

All day yesterday the police, assisted by 
the firemen of Truck Co. No. 2, searched 
for the body of Patrick J. O’ Neill, 6434 Wood 
street, who was seen going in the direction 
of the treacherous hole about dusk last Sat- 
ufday afternoon. The search did not reveal 
any trace of the man’s body, yet the police 
are confident that O’ Neil! lost his life there. 

The efforts to find the body will be re- 
nmewed today, although Lieutenant Gorman 
of the Brighton Park police believes that it 
will be impossible to recover it from the 
quicksand and débris which fill the hole. 

Although the nearest house is almost half 
a mile away from the hole, residents in that 
vicinity have become aroused and steps will 
be taken to have the place inclosed. Act- 
ing under orders from the Chief's office, 
Lieutenant Gorman has instructed his pa- 
trolmen to watch the spot closely and warn 
all persons seen walking or driving in the 
vicinity. 

Disappearance of .O’Neill. 

According to the report of the police O’ Neill 
was last seen by Mrs. John C. King, who 
lives several blocks from the treacherous 
spot. Mrs. King told the police that O’ Neill 
drove up to her house and inquired for a 
short cut through the prairie. He said that 
he had missed his way. Mrs. King refused 
to direct the man, and he left his team stand-. 
ing near by and went afoot to explore the 
@rairie. Darkness came on and O'Neill did 
not return. 

Mrs. King told the police of the incident 
and a policeman was sent to take charge of 
the team. The police thought O'Neill would 
turn up in a day or two, but when he did not 
they began to fear he had lost his life. 

History of the Hole. 

The clay hole originally was made by ex- 
cavations of clay, which Was used in mold- 
ing brick. After the supply of brick clay 
had been exhausted the hole was abandoned 
and was allowed to fill with water. Then 
it. was made a dumping place for refuse 
and became loosely filled, so that a thin 
erust of earth formed on the top. 

Beneath this crust, which will yield easily 
to the weight of a man, the police say, are 
open spaces partly filled with water and 
quicksand, which would hide a body forever. 

“The place is decidedly dangerous,” said 
Captain Pumphrey of the Fire department. 
“Some of my men tested the depth and 
they found that a pole would sink more than 
thirty feet merely of its own weight.” 


SINGS OPERA AIRS IN A CELL.

The male panther gave battle to De Vry 
first when a strong wire loop was passed 
around its neck preparatory to pulling it 
out of the crate.

Three men joined 
De Vry in pulling the panther out of the 
crate, and it took all of their strength. 

Flouncing first on'its head, then on its 
back, spitting, and snariing, and growling,” 
and fighting with all its might, the vicious 
brute was slowly dragged out of the crate.

LONDON, March 6. 3 a. m.—Advices from 
Brussels announce the signing of the inter- 
national sugar convention. The delay is 
explained in trade circles as due to the Ger- 
man cartels. The sugar industry in Germany 
is under the absolute control of a ring of 
producers and exporters, and one final ef- 
fort was made to coerce the British govern- 
ment into an agreement for deferring the 
period for putting the convention for the ab- 
olition of the bounties into operation until 
1904 in place of 1903. The German govern- 
ment would also have been pleased to keep 
the whole question open until a tariff settle- 
ment is reached, but this was clearly im- 
practicable, as Sir Michael Hicks-Beach had 
to have definite action at the Brussels con- 
ference in time for his budget speech.

before the conferences that I appoint a com- 
mittee to meet the representatives of the 
company. This request was complied with. 
The purpose of the company was to secure 
it possible, the uninterrupted operation of 
its plant during the summer months, when 
the annual scale is formulated, and means 
practically a continuous scale. The scale 

rates offered by the American Tinplate peo- 
ple are those of the present year, and are 
satisfactory to our members. The result is 
that there is now an agreement which will 
grevent the closing of the mills or plant of 
the American Tinplate company, and which 
will render a strike impossible. 

“ Phe committée also consented, as a prec- 
edent had been established, in arranging 
a continuous scale with the Republic Iron 
and Steel company. 

“The magnitude of the deal may not be 
realized, but it is the greatest that has ever 
been effected with capital in the history of 
the working people.”’

“TOLSTO! DIED ON FEB. 15,” 
SAYS LETTER FROM RUSSIA. 


Receives Communication 
' Which Declares Russian Government 
Is Supprepsing News of Death, 


New York, March 5.—[Special.J—A law- 
yer of this .city made public today a portion 
of a letter which he has just received from 
a relative in Russia, in which the statement 
is made that Count Tolstoi, the great Rus- 
sian novelist and philanthropist, died on 
Feb. 15 last at Yalta, in the Crimea. 

The lawyer does not want his name pub- 
lished.for fear the source of the letter could 
be traced and trouble made for the relative 
by the Russian government. The portion of 
the letter referring to Tolstoi is as follows: 

** Tolstoi is dead. The papers write noth- 
ing about it, but we know it indirectly here. 
Great tumults are expected in Russia and 
there are rumors of a revolution.”’ 


The lawyer says the relative was well ac- 


quainted with Tolstoi and had assisted him 
in his colony work. In this connection he 
came near being exiled to Siberia by the 
government. 

“The papers are concealing the death.’’ 
said the lawyer, “‘ and by reason of the strict 
censorship nothing can get out of the coun- 
try about it. I am wondering how the letter 
got through unless it was that the portion 
referring to Tolstoi @ecaped notice.’

RIVERS ARE AGALN SWOLLEN 


‘New York, March 5.—{Special.J—Once 
more, after a short respite, the city is blan- 


» keted in snow and slush, due to a storm that 


was a gale, a snow blizzard; a torrent of sleet, 
and a deluge of rain all in one. 

The wakening city today looked ‘out on 
snow covered streets. Before noon the side- 
walks were covered with five inches of the 
soft flakes and the sleet had begun. " It soft- 
ened the snow and the city’s thoreughfares 
were seas of slush. Then in the afternoon’ 
the slush froze and thousands ‘on the’ streets’ 
found themselves sliding rather than walk-: 
ing and floundering in gutters full of water 
and ice. 


Chicago Train Two Days Late. 

At 2 o’clock this morning there arrived in 
the Erie depot,-Jersey City, the Western 
express that was due at 6 o'clock yesterday 
morning. It brought in hardly a dozen pas- 
sengers, but these had interesting stories to 
tell about the long drawn out trip from 
Chicago. 

The train left Chicago on Sunday. After 
Buffalo had been passed the traveling be- 
came dangerous. Washouts were encoun- 
tered and the train had to be backed up and 
sidetracked continually, When the upper 
Delaware River Valley was reached the tor- 
rents seemed ready to sweep over the road- 
bed. Bridges were found to be swept away, 
and passengers began to get out and make 
connection with other roads at every oppor- 
tunity. Fortunately there was plenty to eat 
on board. At Middletown, which was 
reached yesterday evening, most of the pas- 
sengers were taken on the New York, Sus- 
quehanna and Western railroad tracks and 
sent home over a circuitous route. 

The sleet storm was succeeded tonight, 
after a brief intermission, by another fall 
of snow. The snow is dry and threatens 
to drift badly. A force of about 5,000 men 
is at work on the streets. 


Traffic Impeded All Day. 


Traffic was uncertain all day. The trol- 
leys on Broadway and the avenues were 
blocked for periods of a half hour frequent- 
ly. The sleet came down in pellets as sharp 
as needles. They were blown against the 
faces of those unfortunate enough to be out 
of doors, and it was easy to find women with 
delicate. skins whose cheeks had been bat- 
tered until the blood came. 


More Woe for Paterson. 

Reports show that the snow-storm is gen- 
eral throughout the State of New York, as 
well as New Jersey. At Paterson the heavy 
fall of snow was particularly unwelcome, 
the people there having recently passed 
through fire and flood. While by no means 
giving way to despair, the people are sadly 
disheartened at the existing state of affairs. 


Severe in Pennsylvania, 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 5.—With the ex- 
ception of the extreme southeastern section. 
of the State, the entire commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania is tonight in the grasp of the 
heaviest snow-storm of the winter. Rail- 
road travel is practically tied up in many 
places and the indications for tomorrow are 
not ehcouraging. 

Easton, Hazleton, Bethlehem, Wilkes« 
barre, and other points in the State report 
that snow fell all day and still continues. 
Tonight there is twenty-two to twentys 
four inches of snow on the ground at those 
points. Heavy drifts have closed up mount- 
ain passes, blockaded railroads, and closed 
down coal mines. In the northern central 
section. Williamsport reports sixteen inches 
of snow. 


Provisiomr Famine at Hazleton. 


Hazleton, Pa., March 5.—({Special.]—A pro- 
vision famine prevails in this section as a 
result of the storm. The last pound of beef 
availiable in the largest markets was taken 
this morning by the hotels. 


Heaviest for Years in Kentucky. 


Louisville, Ky., March 5.—The heaviest 
snow for years fell yesterday afternoon and 
last night in the eastern, southeastern, and 
central portions of the State, the fall reach- 
ing four to ten inches. In this city another 
five inches fell, while at Frankfort, Cat- 
tletsburg, Lawrenceburg, Harrodsburg, and 
several other towns between eight and ten 
inches is reported. 

Three inches of snow is also reported at 
Knoxville, Tenn., while a light fall occurred 
at Nashville. 


Flood Limit at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, O., March 5.—The Ohio River 
appears to have reached the limit of the 
present rise—fifty feet and nine-tenths. 
Captain Bassler, local forecaster, says it will 
be practically stationary for the next twen- 
ty-four hours and will fall slowly on account 
of the heavy snowfall in West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, and southern Ohio. ' 


Nebraska Town Under Water. 
Omaha, Neb., March 5.—The flood in the 
Platte River, caused by an ice gorge which 
formed above Louisville, while it has reached 
its climax, is still causing a great amount 
of damage, and the small Town of Meadow 
is submerged.

Detroit, Mich., March 5.—(Special.]—The 

American league, for the first time in its his- 
bory, sprang a surprise on the public at one 
of its meetings by voting today to come out 
flat-footed on a major league basis and reise 
prices of admission to the same scale as 
the old Nationa! league. 

This action was taken at the armual sched- 
ule meeting at the Griswold Howse, after a 
discussion which occupied nearly’ the whole 
of the first day’s session. 

The only other matter considered was the 
playing schedule, which was adcpted as 
priginally drafted, with a few exchanges of 
Gates to make it more equitable. 

Incidentally, the league voted unanimously 
to ‘raise President Johnson's salary from 
$5,000 to $7,500 in recognition of the susccess- 
ful issue of the war with the old league. 

The magnates did not get into executive 
session until noon and adjourned almost im- 
mediately for lunch. Copies of the schedule 
were distributed, and after each club had 
looked it dver a suggestion or two was made 
whereby it could be improved by exchang- 
ing. dates. President Johnson made these 
changes during the recess and at 3 o*chlock, 
the: magnates convened again and at once 
adopted the schedule.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Essays in Constructive idealism. 
“The World and the Indiyidual,” by 
Josiah Royce, Ph. D., LL. D. The Mac- 
millan company. 

This is a revision of a series of lectures 
delivered by Professor Royce befére the 
University of Aberdeen in January, 1900, It 
includes a sketch of an idealistic theory of 
human knowledge, an outline of a, Philosophy 
of Nature, a doctrine about Self, a discussion 
of the origin and destiny of the Human.In- 
dividual, the World as a Moral Order, a 
study of the Problem of Evil, and, finally. 
an estimate of all these views in the light 
of what seems to the author to be the in- 
terests of Natural Religion. Professor Royce 
is not a mere compiler of the thoughts and 
theories of others, but presents new and in- 
teresting conclusions of his own in the field 
of constructive idea,ism. 

- Having developed the doctrine of the two 

types of knowledge, descriptive’ and “* ap- 

preciative,’’. he passes on to a discussion of 

Time and Eternity. Under this head he 

points out that as a succession of events, 

which constitute our experience of time, 
may all. be comprehended in a series, so to 
the Absolute all events are present at once, 
and so “ the temporal world is, when regard- 
ed in its .wholeness, an eternal order.” 
“* Listen,’’ he says, ‘‘ to the musical phrase 
or rhythm, and group it as a whole, and you 
thereupon have present in you the image, so 
to speak, of the divine knowledge af the 
temporal order.’’ This doctrine, the author 
declares, solves the old problem of how God 
shall be unchangeable, yet express his‘will 
in a changing world. SP 

Professor *Royce rejects the common view 
that we come to a belief in a physical world 
simply. upon the ground of the resistance 
which material objects offer to our touch, 
movement, etc., and insists that the realm of 
physical phenomenon is primarily the realm 
of human experience, and that no material 
substance exists indépendently of mind. 

Self is declared to be “not a Thing, buta 
meaning embodied in a conscious life.” Ev- 
ery life is a pert of the great social order 
and all is a part of the infinite or absolute. 
Individuals ere all the various expressions 
of the Absolute In obedience to the Ought 
the author finds the power which traneforms 
self into the Nkeness and expression of God, 
a doctrine which resembles that of Prseident 
Fairchild,. who makes the perfect moral 
order to consist in “ right-willing ”’ or benev- 
olenmce. While inaisting upon “ the perfec- 
tion of the whole and the finality of the eter- 
nal omer,” the author provides for free 
agency. “To sin is to choose to forget, 
through a narrowing of the field of atten- 
tion, an Ought that one already recognizes. 
For, while I canmot avoid acting in accord- 
ance with the Ought so long as I clearly 
know it, I can, through voluntary inatten- 
tion, freely choose ‘to forget Sin, which 
is inattertion to. the Ought, is in ite essence

All finite life is a struggie 
with evil, yet from the final point of view 
the whole is good, the eternal order is per 
fect. The Theory of Being here maintained 
leads to a recognition of.the unity of the 
finite and the infinite,.of the worid and all 
ita individuals, of God and man. Likewise 
the concluston follows that “the possibility 
of death depends upon the transcending of 
Geath, through a life that is richer and? more 
conscious than. the life which death cuts 
@hort, and the richer life'in question is, in 
meaning if not in temporal sequence, con- 
tinuous with thg life that death cuts 
short. -I*can temporarily die, by I, myself, 
as a larger individual in the eternal world, 
see why I die; and thus, in essence, my 
whole individuality is continuous in true 
meaning with the individuality that dies." 
In a work in whichthe reasoning is #0 close 
and the successive steps. in the argument so 
closely related it is difficult to give a sum- 
mary which shall do justice to the author.

MONG the many titles of the British 
heir apparent one of the least known 
and least understood is that of 
“Prince and Stewart of Scotland,”’ 
and in view of the frequent criticisms 

which Scotchmen have been making of late 
regarding the Prince's habit of referring to 
his “Scotch principality’ it may be just 
as well to explain the matter and to point 
out to those who take objection to the 
Prince’s remarks that while it és quite true 
that Scotland is a kingdom, King Edward's 
son and heir has a “ principality of Scot- 
land.”” And, incidentally, the explanation 
will furnish some notes concerning the il- 
lustrions house of Stewart or Stuart. 

The first of the Stewarts that figures in 
history was Walter; the son of Allan, who 
was Seneschal and. High Stewart of Scot-« 
land in the reign of King David I. This 
office was confirmed and made hereditary 
in Walter’s family by King Malcolm IV. in 
1157, and from that time forth Walter's fam- 
ily assumed the name of his office as the 
name of his family, which from that time 
forth was known as the Stewarts. The office 
was regarded as next in rank to that of the 
sovereign and the highest dignitary of the 
realm, 

On the death of David Bruce in 1371 the suc- 
cession opened to the Stewarts, and Robert. 
Stewart, the High Stewart and Seneschal 
of the kingdom, bécame King under the title 
of Robert II. The dignity of High Stewart 
became thenceforth vested in the eldest son 
of the King. In March, 1371, “ the Lord John 
Earl of Carrick and Stewart of Scotland, 
first born son of King Robert II.,’’ was by 
act of Scottish Parliament appointed heir to 
the crown, and in 1373 the succession was 
declared by Parliament to be vested in the 
line of Stewarts. The originals of these 
two acts of settlement, which formed the 
foundation charters of King Edward's rights 
to the throne of Great Britain, are to be seen 
in the historical room of the Register House 
at Edinburg. 

| 

The private possessions of the Stewarts, 
that is to say, the possessions which King 
Robert II. had owned prior to his accession 
to the throne, were from that time forth 
set apart for the uge of the eldest son of the 
King, and in those days were known as the 
** Stewartry.” Subsequently the Duchy of 
Rothesay was added thereto, and in the 
treaty of 1474, for the marriage of Cecilia, 
daughter of King Edward IV. of England, 
to the Scotch King James III.’s eldest son, 
Prince of Scotland,’”’ the Duchy of 
Rothesay is specifically mentioned as form- 
ing part of the honors and possessions of the 
young couple. 

While the titles remain and are still borne 
by the heir apparent, the present Prince of 
Wales being likewise Duke of Rothesay, a 
considerable portion of the lands and castles 
formerly comprised in the Stewartry 
have been alienated. Those, however, which 
remain’'are known not any longer as the 
Stewartry,’’ but as the principality of 
the heir apparent. The actual title to the 
property in question remains vested in the 
crown, but it is settled on the King’s son 
and heir as a provision to him by way of usu- 
fruct. The receiver for the rents and rev- 
enues. derived from these lands constituting 
the Prince of Wales’ Scotch principality is 
Mr. Holmes Ivory, writer of the signet at 
Edinburg, and who is likewise receiver of 
crown rent#, and each year he transmits to 
the chief of the Prince of Wales’ household 
in London these annual revenues of his 


Bcotch possessions.

Much entertainment has been afforded 
London by the fact that the new Envoy o 
Mexico to the court of St. James styles him- 
self Sefior Don Lancaster Jones, who, it may 
be remembered, was the chief member of 
the Mexican commission at the Pan-Amer- 
ican congress. His father was an English- 
man, who had made his home tn Mexico, and 
who bore the name of Lancaster. This Mr. 
Lancaster married a country woman of his, 
likewise settled in Mexico, and who bore 
the name of Jones, and, according to the 
Mexican custom, assumed the name of Jones 
in addition to his own. That is how their 
son, the present Mexican Envoy to the court 
of King Edward, is Sefior Lancaster Jones. 

In spite of his name the Minister was both 
born and reared in Mexico and has long 
been a leading figure in the Mexican legis- 
lature and at the Mexican bar. His grand- 
father was Joseph Lancaster, the famoug 
Quaker, who founded the Lancastrian sys- 
tem of elementary schools. He emigrated 
from England to New York in 1818, from 
there_-made his way to Venesuela, and from 
there to Mexico. Eventually he drifted to 
Montreal, and was killed on Broadway, New 
York, in 1838 by being run over by a heavy 
wagon. But the Lancastrian system of 
schools still survives in Mexico and in Eng- 


land.

WHAT FIRE FIGURES SHOW. 


Mayor Harrison and Fire Chief Musham 
were aroused yesterday to an aggressive de- 
fense of the Chicago Fire department. An 
article in the Boston Herald was brought 
to their attention in which the Chicago de- 
partment is condemned as utterly un- 

~ worthy. 

The Mayor objects to the misstatement of 
facts, but the Chief goes further and as- 
serts that the publication was inspired by 
interested people in Chicago, who are anx- 
lous to break down the present administra- 


tion of the department. , 

The reason so much attention is paid to the 
article is that it was published in a city 
where many insurance companies have their 
home offices and where citizens are large 
belders of *ompany stocks. 


These Charges Are Made. 

The article in question starts off with the 
assumption the Chicago Fire department 
has sadly deteriorated of late and goes on 
to assert: 

That its.former position was due to the admin 
tration of former Chief Denis Swenie. : 
“That Swenie resigned because he was not al- 
lowed to conduct the department in his own way. 

That his successor is an incompetent man, under 
whose administration fire losses have increased 
heavily. 

That as a result of the present administration 
the City Council has refused to make adequate 

ropriation for the department, having no eon- 
ce in the present Chief. 


All False, Mayor Says. 

“To. the people in Chicago who know the 
facts,” said the Mayor last evening, “‘ the 
article is simply amusing. Among outsiders. 
Who do not its misstatements may do injury 
to Chicago. 

“In the first place fire losses have not in- 
creased under the administration of Chief 
Musham. It is well known to all readers 
ot Tue TRIBUNE that during the latter years 
of Chief Swenie’s administration the most 
complaint was made about fire losses in Chi- 
cago, and it is within the recollection of all 
that I was importuned by representatives of 
the largest insurance companies in Chicago 
to remove Swenie for this particuldr reason. 

* Secondly, if Musham is an incompetent 
‘man how does it happen that he was re- 
tained by Swenie for so many years as his 
first assistant? If any credit is to be given 
Swenie for the position held by the Chicago 
department it must also be given Musham,

Why Swenie Quit Service, 

As to Swenie’s resignation, it was on ac- 
count of ill-health and under the advice of 
S, as everybody knows.

CONDUIT 70 BE INSPECTED 


ALDERMEN WILL VIEW TUNNEL 
UNDER DOWN-TOWN STREETS. 


Mayor Not to Oppose an Eleven-Foot 
Bore if This Appears Necessary for 
Wires —Any Installation of Tubes 
Held Contrary to Ordinance Under 
Which Company Operates—Judici- 
ary Committee Fails to Act on Plan 
for Supervising Boilers. 


An investigiation of the conduit being 
built by the Illinois Telephone and Telegraph 
company is to begin today, Aldermen Minwe- 
gen, Mavor, and Jackson constituting the 
committee. Mayor Harrison has announced 
that he will sanction the enlargement of the 
tunnel if it be proven that the increase is 


necessary for the carrying of wires, but not, 


for a pneumatic tube service. 

According to the ordinance under which 
the company is operating the Commissioner 
of Public Works is given authority to con- 
trol the size of the conduit. He has limited 
the bore to “‘ six or seven feet,’’ and has re- 
fused to authorize an increase to eleven or 
twenty-one feet. 


Mayor Objects to Tubes. 

As long as the company intends the tun- 
nel for nothing but wires the Mayor says he 
is willing that enough room should be grant- 
ed for this purpose. 

“The largest bore I have heard the com- 
pany ask for is eleven feet,”’ he said. “If 
it is absolutely necessary I willallowit. The 
tunnel, according to the ordinance, must be 
many feet under the surface, so that the 
streets may not be disturbed. They tell me 
that when the tunnel is ready for the wires 
there will be no room in it except for them 
and for a man to pass through and care for 
them. 

“The reason why so much space is needed 
is that under this company’s proposed sys- 
tem every telephone will have a separate 
wire. If there are 300,000 subscribers there 
will be 300,000 wires. The connection is to 
be made automatically, and separate wires 
are required for that reason. 

“The ordinance positively does not per- 
mit installing pneumatic tubes in the tunnel 
or express service, and every permit that 
has been granted is for telephone service 
alone. The only thing about the ordinance 
that is loosely drawn is the provision as to 
how the ‘ transmission of intelligence’ shall 
be interpreted. I am positive that the‘ in- 
telligence’ must be tranbmitted -by elec- 
tricity in the ordinary meaning of that ex- 
pression. I should at once prevenany at- 
tempt to use the tunnel for expressjor packet 
service.”’ 


Boiler Inspection Plan Fails. f 


The objection of property-owners resulted 
in the failure ‘temporarily of a provision 
for the inspection of low pressure boilers 
every three or five years.

the bill by the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce on Tuesday.

Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association; J. D. Miller, Thomas Wat- 
son, Henry Steele, Frank H. Madden, and 
G. A. Sherer of Peoria. _Ira B. Smith of 
Milwaukee also will be in the party. In 
Washington they will meet representatives 
of the National Wholesale Grocers’ asso- 
ciation, representing Eastern firms. 

R. M. Patterson, Assistant Pure Food 
Commissioner, addressed the grocers last 
night and announced that suit would be 
brought shortly ainst a large biscuit con- 
eern for infrin ent of the label laws for. 
food. He criticised the Chicago Health de- 
partment for “throwing cold water and 
bricks,’’ as he termed it, on the work of the 
State Commissioners, laying particular 
stress on the ice crusade last summer. 

He urged the grocers to write personally 
to the members of the Congressional com- 
mittee urging the passage of the Mann bill, 
and told them how they could work with 
the State officers in detecting impure foods. 
He said a national law was the only reme- 
dy for existing evils, and cited the shipment 
of impure vinegar and process butter as 


examples.

HASTE ON BRIDGE URGED 


RANDOLPH STREET BUSINESS- 
MEN MAKE A PROTEST. 


Ask Drainage Board to Promise Com- 
pletion on a Definite Time, but This 
Cannot Be Done — Estimates Vary 
from Aug. 15 to Nov. 1 — Trustees 
Vote to Buy the Mathieson Maps and 
Charts of Chicago River for Twelve 
Thousand Dollars. 


The members of the Randolph Street Busi- 
ness-Men’s assocation held a meeting at 33 
Market street yesterday afternoon to ex- 
press their displeasure at the fact that the 
Randolph street bridge is as yet a long way 
from completion. : 

With the deliberation which is character- 
istic of Chicago business-men, representa- 
tives of many of the large firms on both 
the South and West Sides told their troubles 
to each other and waited to hear suggestions 
before the association as a body took final 
actionAn the matter. After the grievances 
were gone over a committee consisting of 
Isaac Horner, H. Channon, Rudolph Arnold, 
J. A. Lamon, and Albert Pick were chosen to. 
call upon the Sanitary Commissionets. 


_ Committee Visits Canal Board. 

The committee at once proceeded to the 
board rooms and announced its wish to be 
heard on the matter. The committeemen 
were ushered into the room and they laid 
their complaint. before Commissioner Webb. 
Questions as to why the bridge or the sub- 
structure was not completed flew thick and 
fast. If the substructure was not finished 
on time it would be impossible to finish the 
superstructure withoat further delay. This 
of course meant the obstruction of both 
approaches to the bridge, and necessarily 
a handicap to the business interests in Ran- 
dolph street on both sides of the river. The 
essential thing that the merchants wished 
to discover was when the thoroughfare 
would again be open. | 


One Reason for Delay. 


When the committee had presented its 
complaint the question of delay in building 
the substructure was taken up. (There had 
been protests on the part of property-hold- 
ers and merchants that the foundetions of 
their buildings would be endangered if the 
work was rushed too fast. This argument 
had given cause for much delay in finishing 
the substructure. Until this part of the 
work could be done there was no hope for 
relief of the merchants who wanted a direct 
artery from their places of business to the 
adjacent side of the city. 

The committee heard Mr. Webb’s explana- 
tion of the delay up to date and they took 
notes so that they could report to their or- 
ganization at its next meeting. 


Unable to Make Promises. 


Then the point of opening the Mridge at 
the earliest possible minute was put. They 
wanted to know what the engineers of the 
board could promise. them. 

In this line they were disappointed. The 
estimates of the time it would take to open 
the bridge to traffic were vastly at variance.~ 
One engineer thought that if the work was 
rushed to its utmost the bridge would be 
open about the middle of August. Another 
estimate placed the opening day as late as 
Nov. 1. To rush the work too much would 
mean dangér of putting in a bad bridge. 

“The work of building the substructure 
was delayed for two months,” said J. A. 
Lamon, one of the committee of business- 
men. “Of course, this meant a like delay 
to the completion of the bridge. If every- 
thing involved in the structure meant a two 
months’ delay the cost to business-men on 
the two sides of town would begreat. We do 
not care to lose the time required in traveling 
three blocks. when one would suffice. We 
want the bridge opened at the earliest pos- 
sible date. I believe that the board appre- 
Clates this fact and is willing to help us all 
it can. The protest may serve to do away 
with dilly-dallying, and result in giving up 
the thoroughfare a few weeks earlier than 
we anticipated.”’

Jersey corporation with a capital stock of 
$36,379,500, will absorb the Knickerbocker 
Ice company of Chicago. The American 
company has a large business in New York, 
Philadelphia’ Washington, Baltimore, Pitts- 
burg, and other Eastern cities. It never 
ono come west of Pennsylvania to do busi- 


“ieee re tatives of the Knickerbock- 
er Ice company said tney bad not heard of 
the matter and were not inclined to believe 
in its truth, although they admitted that 
such a transaction might be under way. 

The report was that if the American com- 
pany failed in its efforts to secure the 
Knickerbocker property it would establish 
plants in Chicago and inaugurate a war in 
the price of ice. 

The Knickerbocker company ts the larg- 
est company in Chicago. It was formed in 
1885, and in 1898 absorbed most of the in- 
dependent concerns. It has a capital stock 
of $7,000,000, divided into $3,000,000 pre. 
ferred and $4,000,000 common, and has 
$1,971,000 bonds outstanding.

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REALTY MEN DOUBT THE TRUTH

Mayor and Contreller McGann Criti- 
eised in a Resolution That Is Passed 
by the Board and Then Reconsid- 
ered—Fish Commissionership Said 
to Be a Sinécure and Other Econo- 

mies Are Demanded—Donnersber- 
ger Is Asked to Remain. 


Mayor Harrison, Controller McGann, and 
the Finance committee of the City Council 
were attacked in resolutions Introduced at 
the monthly meeting of the Chicago Real 
Estate board yesterday for prociaiming that 
an unusual emergency exists in the city’s 
financial affairs. 

The resolutions, which were introduced by 
BE. A. Halsey of the Revenue committee of 
the board, declared the city officials were not 
justified in calling on the citizens of Chicago 
for help and in crippling by scanty appropri- 
ation the really meritorious departments of 

‘the city so long as men are “ continued in 
the service of the city who are giving no 
equivalent for the salaries paid them, and so 
long’ as supplies are bought from contractors 
who are paid more than is paid for the same 
supplies by private purchasers.’ 

The city officials were asked to cut out all 
excesses from the pending appropriation bill. 
Mayor also was attacked because 
of his declaration of hostility to the Juul 


Matter Referred to Committee. 
Action on the resolutions required a sus- 
pension of the rules. Subsequeftitly, a re 

consideration was cafried, as consider 
opposition developed, and the resolutions 
were referred to the Revenue committee for 


| action at the next meeting. 


In intro@ucing the resolutions, Mr. Halsey 
said it seemed proper for the board to take 
action now, in view of the consideration of 
the new appropriation by the Council tomor- 
row. He called attention to several evi- 
dences of what. he considered unnecessary 
recommendations of the Finance committee, 
such as the $2,000 salary to the Fish In- 
spector, which, he said, was a sinecure, and 
the large sum appropriated for the Board of 
Local Improvements. He also spoke of the 
special assessment books, which, he said, 
were “in no condition to do business with.”’ 


Donnersberger Asked to Stay. 

The board also adopted a resolution re- 
questing Joseph Donnersberger to recall his 
» resignation from the South Park board, and 
commending his long service on the board. 

The board proposes to interest itself in 
the attempt to abolish the township govern- 
ments in Chicago, and the Public Service 
committee was instructed to take action to 
bring the matter before the public.

A’ CRIPPLED. FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
--The. Finance committee of the Council 


| proposes to set aside this year $1,240,000 


for the salaries of firemen. The allowance 


last year was $1,428,600, which was not 


sufficient to permit of the filling of the 
yacancies in some of the companies. The 
Chief of the Fire department has informed 
the Finance committee that the sum it pro- 
poses for this year is altogether.too small. 
He says that if it be not increased, “1 shall 
either have to lay off 190 men ”—being 17 
per cent of the force—“or compel every 
man in the department to take a vacation 
of fifty days.” Doing this, he says, “ would 
certainly cripple the department to an alarm- 
ing extent, and would leave a maximum of 
eiglit men to a company, which is positive- 
ly} too few to do efficient service at fires, ¢s- 
pecially in the business district.” 

It must be assumed that the head of the 
Fire department understands its needs. 
It must be assumed also, until evidence.to 
the contrary shall. be presented, that he 
is not exaggerating these needs simply in 
order to squeeze a larger appropriation out 
of the Council. Therefore, the ' Finance 
committee, whose members’ know, as. do 
citizens in general, how great. fire risks are 
im. Chicago, will be impressed by this state- 
ment of Chief Musham,.and will certainly 
seek to devise some method of preventing 


that crippling of the department which he 


deprecates. 

Fires have cost ‘this city so thuch that 
Chicagoans are naturally nervous concern- 
ing them. They: will be disturbed by this 
statement of the head:of the’ Fire depart- 
ment. If there were % -be a serious fire 
this year and it could .bei shown -that it 
would ot have been’so serious but for a 
crippled condition of the department due to 


| the failure of the.Council to meet. the de- 


mands of its Chief, Aidermen would sud- 
denly find themselves remarkably unpopu- 
lar. Aldermen probably are aware of this. 
There cannot be a more forcible illus- 
tration of the financial straits in which the 
city finds itself than the fact that the 
Finance committee, which is thoroughly. 
aware of the imperative need of an efficient 
Fire department, should have felt obliged 
to cut down its appropriation as it proposes 
it shall be cut down. The need of an in- 
creased revenue cannot be more strongly. 
emphasized. The committee. may feel 
obliged to give Chief Mtsham more money. 
But to get that money it may have to crippie 
other departments the preservation of whose 
efficiency is not so essential as that of the 
Fire department. 

If the city were in the sailed of an in- 
come of $3,000,000 a year from the trac- 
tion companies the perplexities of the 
Finance committee would be at an end. It 
would be able to take care of ‘the Fire de- 
partment without crippling other depart- 
ments. When a settlement shall be made 
with the traction companies it must provide 
forthe payment of adequate compensation 
by them.

THE NAVAL ENGINEER. 

The Spanish war resulted in the official 
and popular beatification of “the man be- 
hind the gun.” -This was just.“ The man 
behind the gun ”’ had discharged his weapon 
faithfully and, above all; accurately. He 
deserved the honor he was awarded. 

_ There is another man, however, who also 
deserves honor, and who -has, not got it. 
This is the man behind the man behind the 
gun; the man below-stairs; the man of the 
coal-bunkers and furnaces; the man of the 
cranks, the cogs, and the levers; the man 
who controlled all the delicate machinery 
of the inside of the ship; the man without 
whom the man behind the gun would never 


the man who could not serve spectacularly 
on deck but only unobtrusively in the en- 
gine-room; in one word, the engineer. | 

The importance of the work of the en- 
gineer may be seen, in the first place, vi 
considering the cost of:the immense ma-*“ 
chines he handles. Since our new navy was 
begun in 1883, seventy-seven vessels have 
been ordered. These vessels have cost near- 
ly $130,000,000. Repairs on .them have 
amounted to about one-tenth their cost. The 
Oregon, however, the most expensive boat 
of all, for.which the government paid about 
$6,500,000, has meeded repairs to the extent 
of only $68,000. Excellent constfuction 
is, no doubt, in large part responsible for 
this good showing. <A certain other thing, 
however, is-responsible also. That is the 
efficient care taken of the ship during a 
trying time by Chief Engineer Robert W. 
Milligan. 

Let the reader take-up the North Ameri- 
can Review for March and go through the | 
article by “A Friend of the American 
Navy” on “Some Neglected Naval Les- 
sons of the’Spanish War.” He will find 
many things there to the credit of En- 
gineer Milligan. It was Milligan who 
looked after the machinery of the Oregon 
so well that it. made its famous voyage 
of 14,500 miles in about fifty days, never 
losing an hour for repairs or overhauling. 
It was Milligan who was far-sighted enough 
to store away his best coal in the “ fighting | 
bunkers ” next to the boilers and to keep 
it there till the battle of Santiago began. 
It was Milligan who, when all the other 
vessels of the blockading fleet, except the 
Texas, shut off some of their boilers ia 
order-to economize, refused to impair the 
efficiency of his ship in this way, and kept 
all steam up and all fires spread in order 
to be ready for the Spaniards at any moment. 
It was, therefore, Milligan who brought it 
about that on the day of the battle the 
Oregon responded immediately to “ fuil 
steam ahead,” outdistanced its sister ships, 
the Indiana and the Massachusetts, and 
rivaled even the Brooklyn, which was con- 
sidered at least five knots faster. ‘ One 
does not have to be an engineer,” says the 
writer of the article, “to see that the 
phenomenal record of the Oregon was due 
to.the skill and unremitting care of the 
chief engineer.” ‘ The great lesson, there- 
fore, to be drawn from the battle of San- 
tiago is the vital impértance of engineering 
to the efficiency of the modern fleet.” 

It is more than four years now since 
Chairman Foss of the House Naval com- 
gittee said that “the naval officer of tne 
future must be a fighting engineer,” Mr. 
Roosevelt, then Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, adding that “on the modern war 
vessel every officer has to be an engineer 
whether he wants to or not.” This view 
The 


of that bill have not been, in any real sense, . 
earried out. The danger, involved is ob- 
vious. It is capable engineering that the 
navy needs, and therefore capable en- 
gineers. The ships must be kept in good 
condition during peace to save repairs; they 
must ‘be kept in good condition during 
war to destroy the enemy. There will be 
failure in both respects unless the law is 
obeyed. 


MAIL COLLECTION CARDS,

In 
that lonely spot, remote from society, he has 
kept his vigil faithfully, and the governmeht 
has had no trustier servant than this ap- 
pointee of Abraham Lincoln. 


ENJOINING RAILROADS. 

The Presidents of some Western railroads 
have met and abolished their traffic asso- 
ciations. They have also agreed “ to cease 
immediately all illegal and irregular prac- 
tices.” This will mean the end of secret 
rate-cutting and the payment of rebates, if 
the agreement is faithfully observed, But 
there is room for reasonable doubt as to 
its observance. Often before this - have 
railway managers sworn that they repented 
of their misdeeds and would sin no more, 
But either they professed repentance with a 
mental reservation or they could not resist 
the pressure brought. to bear on them hy 


large shippers who disliked to lose the spe- 


cial advantages they had enjoyed. 

It is said that the railroad Presidents 
who have just “sworn off” have not done 
so because their eyes have been opened to 
the iniquitous nature of the “illegal and 
irregular practices” they agree to abstain 
from, but because they believe a new at- 
tempt is to be made to enforce the law 
leveled at these practices. A story comes 
from Washington to the effect that per- 
haps injunction proceedings will be begun 
under the direction of the Attorney General 
against certain roads which are known to 
have paid rebates, or where there is a moral 
certainty that rebates have been paid, di-' 
recting them to desist from this practice. 
The officers of a road suspected of having 
disobeyed such an injunction could be 
brought into court on a charge of contempt, 

The men who have been loudest in their 
denunciation of what they call “ govern- 
ment by injunction ” probably will not raise 
their voices against such a use of the writ 
of injunction as this. If railroad man- 
agers shall be found in contempt of court 
for disobeying an injunction not to violate 
the interstate commerce law, these men 
hardly will insist on a jury trial for the 
offenders. 

It is not impossible that these rumors 
of new efforts to enforce the interstate com- 
merce law have made these railroad Presi- 
dents consider it advisable publicly to agree 
“to cease immediately all illegal and ir- 
regular practices.’ Perhaps they will be 
better able to live up to this good resolve 
if the courts shall enjoin them to do so.

No intelligent mind 
tan fail to be seriously impressed by the 
course which Dr. Fisk has taken, and in 
many minds hitherto undecided firm convic- 
tion is likely to result from the statistical] 
facts which Dr. Fisk presents. He has pre- 
pared statistics covering a period of several 
years, showing that of the boys who smoke 
only 2 per cent are among the 25 per cent of 
etudents who stand highest in class scholar- 
ship. On the other hand, 57 per cent of the 
smokers are among the 25 per cent lowest in 
tlass scholarship.—Washington Post.
